The sight of thousands of tiny 
American flags precisely 
pegged against rows of symmet- 
rically aligned headstones in the 
nation’s national cemeteries has 
been a rite of each Memorial 
Day for as long as can be re- 
membered. 

This year, that symphony of 
flags will not be seen, the casu- 
alties of a national pandemic 
leaving its own mark on history. 

“That’s how it is, though. It’s 
very sad,” said Morrison Fuss- 
ner, the founder of Flags for 
Fallen Vets, a Texas-based non- 
profit that each year places 


about 650,000 of those tiny flags 
at the base of each veteran’s 
grave marker in 13 national cem- 
eteries, including the three in 
Colorado. 

“Our whole purpose to exist is 
to ensure those flags get 
placed,” Fussner said. “It is what 
we do. We place them for allina 
cemetery.” 

But the U.S. Department of 
Veterans Affairs on May 13 
made it clear: No en masse plac- 
ing of flags this year. Individual 
families may do so during a pri- 
vate visit to the graves, includ- 
ing flowers. Social distancing is 
encouraged.

CDC, states’ reporting of virus test data causes confusion

PROVIDENCE, R.I.» Elected offi- 
cials, businesses and others are 
depending on coronavirus test- 
ing and infection-rate data as 
states reopen so that they will 


know if a second wave of conta- 
gion is coming — and whether 
another round of stay-at-home 
orders or closings might be 
needed. 

But states are reporting those 
figures in different ways, and 
that can lead to frustration and 


confusion about what the num- 
bers mean. In some places, 
there have been data gaps that 
leave local leaders wondering 
whether they should loosen or 
tighten restrictions. In others, 
officials are accused of spinning 
the numbers to make their 


states look better and justify re- 
opening. 

In a continuing theme for the 
outbreak in the United States, a 
lack of federal leadership per- 
sists.

With more than 550,000 
people trying to get 
unemployment benefits, 
the logjam is taking a toll.

Unemployment benefits are a 
lifeline keeping hundreds of thou- 
sands of Coloradans above water 
as the coronavirus drives unprec- 
edented economic pain in the 
Centennial State and across the 
country. 

The stakes of payments making 
it out to people smoothly are high 
with the COVID-19 pandemic 
triggering a global recession and 
state unemployment rates at re- 
cord levels. But Colorado’s unem- 
ployment system, from its confus- 
ing online filing portal to its per- 
petually overloaded call center, 
has become a weight around the 
necks of an untold number of peo- 
ple struggling to stay afloat and 
with few to no other options for 
support. 

“All I have gotten from unem- 
ployment since I filed my claim 
was a PIN number,” Brian Dicht, 
an unemployed sous chef who 
lives in Glendale, said. He filed his 
initial claim April 13. “I would lit- 
erally be homeless if it weren’t for 
my parents.” 

Originally from New Jersey, 
Dicht, who is in his early 30s,
